PAWS, Got 6.—The Czar and Czarina 


of all the Russia's arrived safely at Ban- 
*lgh station this morning. Their ma- 
jesties were accorded a raptureous recep- 
Uon. They reached the Russian embassy 
at 11 o'clock. 
Crowds gathered early 


•lone the route of the procession and in 
the embassy, which is situated on Rue 
De Orenollo. 


A doable line of troops held the route 


from the depot to the embassy from 7 
o'clock and the soldiers were reinforced 
by lines of gendarmes, sergeants de Ville 
and detectives, the last including a num- 
ber of agents of the Russian secret service. 


The decorations eclipsed anything ever 


before attempted in the French capital. 
Russian and French flags, entwined or 
floating 
together, 
predominated and 


•very tree, balcony, roof, lamp post and 
statue bore evidence of a desire to im- 
press the Czar with the enthusiasm of 
France at the visit of her friend. 


Trees bared by the autumn were thick- 


ly covered with artificial leaves and flow- 
en, and Rostral columns, forty feet high, 
painted in imitation of stone supporting 
Russian double-headed eagles in which 
the imperial crown rested, lined the top 
of the Champs Elysees. The Tuilerles gar* 
dens were resplendent. 


The Imperial party was met by Pr'esL 


dent Faure, of the senate and chamber of 
du pa ties, 
cabinet ministers, General 


Baussler, military governor of Paris, Car- 
dinal Richard, arch bishop of Paris, civil 
•nd municipal authorities and other high 
officiate. 


The arrival of tbe travelers was aignalU d 


to throngs by trumpets, then the long 
toll of dram and the corps of the guard of 
honor presented arms. 
Troops were 


called to attention from one end of the 
line to the other, causing cheering to 
toll from depot to embassy. 
About the 


station the air rang with cries, "vive le 
Tsar," "Vive L'Bmpereur," "Vive la 
Ropubllqne." 


After they reached the embassy Presi- 


dent Faure Remained a quarter of an hour 
with their majesties, during which the 
Czar expressed how deeply thay were 
affected by the heartiness of the welcome. 
According to program the Czar and 
Ccarina, after luncheon, went to the 
Russian church where the Te Deum was 
sung. ,Then they proceeded to Elysee 
palace to call on the president. 


Elaborate state dinner will be served 


tonight at Elysees and the day's ceremon- 
ies will conclude with a deml-jala per- 
formance at Comedie Francaise. News- 
papers here this morning publish columns 
effusive of welcome, describing the ImperiJ 
couples visit as the "Consecration of the 
Union of two nations," and as farming a 
guarantee that the peace of Europe wil1 


be maintained. 


The Czar reviewed the Garde Republi- 


•HW on duty. When the ceremony con- 
rinded the patty entered gorgeous state 
carriages and the state entry into Paris 
commenced. The Czar and Czarina oc" 
copied a carriage painted a dark blue 
•with red scrolls, brass mountings and 
silver lamps. It was driven by a coach- 
man in long coat, with brass buttons, red 
waistcoat, powdered wig, and high hat. 
Three brilliantly liveried footmen occu- 
pied the back of the imperial carriage. 


The scene onUide the depot was one of 


frenzied enthusiasm. Shout after shout 
arose from the multitude. Passing the 
Archde Triumphs the immense crowds 
surrounding the avenues cheered wildly. 
Descending the Champs Elysees the spec- 
tacles was really marvelous.

The unique feature was the planting of 


a liberty tree on the common. The tree 
was a handsome young elm from the 
plantation formerly in possession of 
Washington in West MoreUnd County, 
Viginia. 


Water from Mobile bay was sprinkled 


on its roots by John Settick, the only 
living member of Tecumseh's crew, when 
blown up by the Monitor. 


Commodore George Gifford poured 


water on them from Putin Bay, Lake 
Erie, Perry's fighting ground. George 
Winslow added water from Lake Cham- 
plain. 


The soil which was then put in came 


from all parts of (he United States, pack- 
ages having come from the governor of 
every state, excepting South Dakota and 
Nevada.

SHREWD CANADIANS. 


UNDER THE WILSON LAW THEY ARE 


KEEPING NEW ENGLAND POOR. 


Kelson Said It Was a Conquest, Not a 


Mere Victor}. 


Eleven out of 13 French ships of the 


lino had been taken or destroyed and 
two of the four frigates. It was not a 
victory; it was a conquest. So wrote 
Nelson regarding it. It is unnecessary 
hero to speak of the titles and rewards 
which were showered oil the victor. It 
is of more real interest to consider the 
trne significance of the victory, the 
perse hi which it could bo paid to be, a 
corquest. 
In England we have too 


much accustomed ourselves to look on 
it merely as the most brilliant of sea 
fights, and in France it has been spolcen 
of as a reverse indeed, Imt one which 
eniinot cloud the splendor of the battle 
of The Pyramids. None the lees, it was 
the conquest of Egypt; it was the isola- 
tion and virtual imprisonment of the 
Frf nch army. 


Bonaparte understood this from the 


first, and after a vain and hopeless cam- 
paign iu Syria—hopeless against the 
po\\er which commanded the communi- 
cations by sea—he made an ignominious 
flight, leaving Kleber to get the army , 
out of the mess in which he had put it. ' 
Nelson, too, understood it and wrote on 
An^. 11: "The French army is ill a 
scr;ipc. They are up the Nile without 
supplies. The inhabitants will allow 
nothing to pass by land, i:or H. N. by 
waier. Their army is wasting with the 
flux, and not 1,000 men will ever re- 
turn to Europe." And some months 
latrr, March 22, 1799, he wrote: "The 
embassndor of Bonaparte has been in- 
lerc-epted by Tron bridge on his way to 
Constantinople, and among other arti- 
cles of his instructions is an offer to en- 
ter on terms for his quitting Egypt with 
his army. This offer is what I have long 
expected the glorious battle of the Nile 
would produce, but it was my deter- 
mination Irom that moment never, if I 
could help it, to permit a single French- 
man to quit Egypt. To Egypt they wont 
with their OYTJ consent, and there they 
shall remain while Nelson commands 
the detached squadron." 


A letter from Kleber to the directory, 


written only a month after Bonaparte 
had deserted hie post, reveals tho hope- 
lessness which was felt. "I know," he 
wrote, "all the importance of tho pos- 
session of Egypt. I used to say in Eti- 
ropc that this country was for Franco 
the fulcrum by means of which Eho 
xight move at will the commercial sys- 
tem of every quarter cf tlio globo.. But 
to do this effectually a powerful lever 
is required, and that lever is a navy. 
Ours has ceased to exist, gince that pe- 
riod everything has changed, and peace'. 
witu tho porte is, in my opinion, the' 
only expedient."—Corohill Magiuaaa 


Come ACTORS tho Border to Compete 


With American Labor and Spoil the 
Farmer's Market For Produce—Tho Sec- 
tionalism of the Present Tariff. 


To people who stay nt homo th» iier- 


petual struggle between the advocates 
of a protective tariff and a revenue 
tarifi: seems a mere quarrel on matters 
of theory. Those who travel, however, 
realize that there is very little theory 
to it, but uu immense amount of the 
hardest, coldest and sometimes the orn- 
elest fact imaginable. 


A short time ago I was down east and 


saw how the present so called Wilson 
tarifi affected a number of prosperous 
New England communities. Wages in 
our Now England stales are about twice 
what they are in Canada. The result is 
tens of thousands of Canadians cross 
tho border in the spring, work hard, 
live on tho commonest fare and return 
to Canada in the autumn with a hand- 
some amount of money accumulated 
here. The westerner who bewails the 
Chinaman working hard ten years here 
and then going home with $500 in his 
pocket does not seem to know that five 
times as many British subjects from 
Canada do the same thing every year. 


Worse thnii this, their wives and chil- 


dren at home iu British America attend 
to the farms und smuggle their produce 
to their best market—this country—and, 
escaping tho customs duty, can under- 
fell our homo people. In the old chiya 
the tariff prevented their produce out- 
ting too deeply into the pockets of onr 
own farmers, but since the so called 
Wilson bill went into effect they have 
had almost a monopoly of the markets 
in that section of our country. In pota- 
toes, turnips, cairots, apples and other 
farm produce they have half ruined the 
farmers of Maine, New Hampshire, 
Vermont and Massachusetts. It is easily 
seen how the Canadian farmers are en- 
abled to destroy Ihe markets of our own 
people, and how the farmers of New 
England are being crushed between two 
millstones, while the cunning Canadian, 
by taking advantage of onr tariff laws, 
is truly "spoiling the Egyptian." 


If the whole country had been treated 


iu this manner, I would not bring up 
the case, but all have not been dealt 
with alike. Many of the legislators who 
were responsible for the Wilson bill aa 
it finally passed were southerners and 
Democrats, and when the tariff was to 
be levied on an article of food the pro- 
duction of which affords an income to a 
small number of planters in South Car- 
olina they were careful to put the duty 
on rice at a higher rate. 


Taking all things into consideration, 


no more unjust legislation stands upon 
our statute books. In the first place, 
lice is a tropical product and reaches its 
best development in Siam, the French 
East Indies and southern China. There 
it is grown in enormous quantities and is 
sold nt a cent a pound with great profit. 
It could be brought to this country and 
told at 3 cents a pound and would be 
iuvolnable to the poorer—in fact, all 
—classes as an article of food. The cul- 
ture of rice demands the lowest kind of 
labor. It is sown in mud and cultivated 
under water, and the laborer who at- 
tends to its growth must spend a large 
part of his time in water up to his knees 
under a hot, blazing sun. 


The rice growers of (he far east are 


about the lowest of the agricultural 
classes. It is not natural to grow rice in 
this country on account of the climate. 
It is un-American to promote its culture, 
because it means the degradation of the 
people employed on it. Nevertheless onr 
present tariff law puts on it an almost 
prohibitory tariff in order that a handful 
of southern planters may add to their 
income by raising rice. The Wilson bill, 
which dot") this, brought heavy losses to 
tens of thousands of the industrial classes 
of tho nnrUi and deliberately excepted a 
few hundred in a small district on the 
southern Atlantic coast, where the poor- 
est negroes toil for the most meager 
livelihood.. 


Another illustration of the inconsist- 


ency of the present tariff is afforded in 
the case of tea, which was the chief ex- 
poit from my former consular district 
iu China. Five years ago and before 
that time it sold out there wholesale 
from 85 coutfl per pound upward and 
was retailed in this country from 40 
cents per pound upward. Then there 
came a fierce struggle in Asia for the 
control of the tea markets of the world. 
Tho British government ably assisted 
its planters in Assam, India and Cey- 
lon. Even the Dutch and French gov- 
ernments entered the field and are en- 
deavoring to grow the fragrant leaf in 
their oriental territories. On account of 
this'competition as well as on account 
of the fall in silvnr the price of tea 
dropped to less thtm half what it was. 
Further than this, the competition 
tempted and induced many merchants 
to utilize the cheapest refuse and even 
tho sweepings of the teahouses. The re- 
spectable merchants wanted our govern- 
ment to put a tax of 10, IS or 20 cents 
per pound on all tea. This would shut 
out the tea sweepings, which are worth 
only a few cents a pound, and bring to 
us the best quality pf tea besides au in- 
crease in revenue of at least $10,000,000 
a year. It would not have raised the 
cost of tea above the price at which it 
sold iu 1890 and 1891. Had it been 
done the deficiency under the present 
administration would have been (40,- 
000,000 less than it "is. How Mr. Wil- 
son and his colleagues could have made 
such a glaring omission when they 
framed and passed their tariff ' 'for rev- 
enue only" bill is as inconceivable as the 
omission of tho words "gold coin" in 
the bond issue which cost ns nearly 
$20,000,000.

The Chief Characteristic of the Speeches 


of tins Bros* lounged Bryan* 


The presidential campaign, on the 


part of the Democratic-Populist side of 
it, differs from all others in remem- 
brance in the extraordinarily active 
part that the candidate for the presi-- 
dcnoy takes in it. In all other years the 
candidates for the presidency have re- 
mained in comparative 
retirement. 


There was supposed to be a certain dig- 
nity about the position in which they 
had been placed which forbade their go- 
ing into a round of electioneering effort. 
They have addressed the people occa- 
sionally, but always in carefully medi- 
tated speeches, deliveied either at their 
own homes or in great public centers. 
The ranging through the country has 
been 3eit to those of the party leaders to 
whom stump oratoiy appeared more ap- 
propriate. Stephen A. Douglas varied 
this in a partial extent, and Horace 
Greeley in the latter portion of his 
campaign broke over the custom per- 
haps more than any candidate 
had 


done before or since. The difference in 
tho caso of Mr. Bryan is that he has 
made a business of soliciting votes for 
himself for the presidency almost from 
the time of his nomination. There has 
been scarcely a day when he has not 
been roaming the country in some di- 
rection. It would satisfy a feeling of 
curiosity to ascertain the number of the 
speeches he has made. He seems to 
have felt it to be bis mission to talk the 
people into electing him president, and 
iu pursuance of (his feeling he has trav- 
eled thousands of miles, addressing them 
at every stage of his progress. 


Another feature of this proceeding is 


the apparent impression on Mr. Bryan's 
part that it was not of so much conse- 
quence what he said as that he should 
talk. How many of this interminable 
list of speeches have in them, anything 
that was worth saying or that will not 
sink into otter oblivion after the cam- 
paign is over? How many of them even 
sustain Mr. Bryan's previous reputation 
for oratory? We have either read or 
scanned them all, and we confess to 
have been unable to find one. His New 
York city speech was carfeully pondered 
as an argument, but we are unable to 
find iu it any addition to the informing 
literature of the discussion. It has fallen 
flat so far as citation from it on one Bide 
or the other has been made in the press 
or on the stump. It is the one speech of 
Mr. Brynn which conforms to the prac- 
tice of his predecessors who have been 
nominated for the presidency, and it has 
less importance in its effect than any of 
them. The other speeches of Mr. Bryan 
have been commonplace, and in most 
instances they have the appearance of 
being perfunctory. The impwssion from 
them is that their author was "put to 
it," as the phrase is, to find something 
to say; that he racked his ingenuity to 
devise topioa, and that he breathed freer 
when he found something that would 
even in appearance relieve him from the 
task he had undertaken. These speeches 
are character! zed by scrappiness through- 
out. Perhaps there was not much room 
for the display of ability in them. We 
think we are not prejudiced in Baying 
that we fail to find it, and we have no 
doubt that men of all parties who are 
accustomed to estimating public speeches 
will agree with us in opinion. In point 
of ability it is only a fair estimate to 
say that the speeches of that other re- 
dundant orator, Mr. George Fred Wil- 
liams of our own state, are distinctly 
superior to those of Mr. Bryan.—Boston 
Herald.

CITY OF THE GOLDEN GXf E, 


Freak* of tlie Temperature and Topogra- 


phy In San Francisco, 


San Francisco sprawls over a sandy 


peniuenla shaped like a clinched fist, 
with its face to the east and the noble, 
landlocked bay which the navies of the 
world would not crowd, and with its 
back to the Pacific ocean, which rolls 
tu without a break from China, 7,000 
miles away. It covers an area of 30 
square miles, though much of this ft 
built over in straggliug fashion. It has 
thrice as many hills as Rome boasted 
of, but over the highest of these the ca- 
ble cars climb. Seen from the bay at 
night, the spectacle ia superb, as the 
streets are transformed into parallel 
lines of twinkling lights that seem to 
ascend, like Jacob's ladder, to the stars. 
Jnstin McCarthy in "Lady Judith" 
gives the most poetical as well as the 
most faithful picture of this remarkable 
sight of San Francisco from the bay. 
Had the original builders of the city 
adopted the Italian custom of carrying 
streets around hills, with terraced gar- 
dens, San Francisco would be the most 
beautiful oity in the world. As it is, 
many of the streets are merely great, 
unsightly ditches that ran in ugly par- 
allel lines up the steep hills and through 
their summits. From a score of points 
of vantage one may get superb views of 
the bay, the harbor with its picturesque 
islands, the encircling hills and the 
Golden Gate, the narrow entrance 
through which come and go the ships of 
the orient. 


What impresses the visitor to San 


Francisco most forcibly is the peculiar 
fondness for the bay window. But this 
taste seems natural and sensible when 
he is told that it is due to the necessity 
of getting all the sunshine that can be 
secured. Here, as in Italy, between sun- 
shine and shade there is the difference 
between summer and winter. The San 
Francisco climate is the greatest cli- 
mate ill the world for continuous work, 
as the mean temperature is 65 and there 
is no summer heat. But it is a trying 
climate for any one with weak lungs or 
tender throat. The summer is harsher 
than the winter, as cold trade winds 
and heavy fogs render the nighte chilly 
and make a grate fire comfortabla Sep- 
tember is the nuest month in the year, 
us the trudo winds do riot blow and.the 
days are warm and sunshiny.—Chau- 
tuuqnnn. 
SHELL AND SHOVEL PILE. 


A Short Story of the Civil War OB Told 


by sat Old Soldier. 


"Whenever I see a pile of shovels 


stacked up on the sidewalk in front of 
a hardware store," said an old soldier, 
"it makes me think of a pile of shovels 
I saw once stacked up at the end of a 
traverse ill an earthwork at the time of 
the civil war. There were siego guns 
and mortars of one sizo and another iu 
batteries scattered along these works— 
in the particular battery that I speak of 
there were two 100 pound rifled guns. 
There was a traverse between the two 
guns, and one on the outer side of each, 
a traverse, you understand, being a 
short ridge of earth running back from 
tbo line in front and at right angles 
•with it, to protect tho gun and the gnn- 
ners from a lateral fire. This pile of 
shovels lay at the end of one of the out- 
er traverses, to the loft of the piece that 
I worked on. There were siz or eight 
men oil the gun. 


"A shell that came over from a Con- 


federate mortar battery irojjped square 
on that pile of shovels and exploded the 
instant it struck. Our own gun bad just 
been fired, and tho men were all stand- 
ing scattered around to the rear of the 
gun earring?, none of them far away 
from the shove-1 pile, and all of them 
right in open range, not protected, ,as 
some of them anyway would have been 
a minute curlier, by standing over on 
tbo other side of tho gun, with the gun 
and the gun carriage between them and 
the shovels. 


"The air was filled with smoke, and 


fragments und splinters of shell and 
shovels were flying in all directions. 
There wasn't a man but expected to 
have his bead knocked off by a piece 
of shell, or to be cut in two by a shovel 
blade, or at least to have the handle of 
a shovel stuck through him. But the 
fragments of shell all Hew past, the 
shovels all came down, and the smoke 
cleared away, and nobody had even a 
scratch. Then the mon all laughed and 
Went to loading the 100 pounder again.'' 
—New York Sun.

1 he decorations throughout the iftty 
ere superb and defy description, and 
money has been lavishly expended in 
every direction to make the visit of the 
imperial couple to the French capital 
one long to be remembered, even by 
rulers who are accustomed to displays 
of pomp and splendor at every move 
in their careers. 
During their stay in 


I'aris tho iv.ar and czarina will xtse 
specially made carriages, while five 
caleches have been built for the use of 
the imperial suite. 
Tha coiichmen 


vrear long blue coats with gold but- 
tons, red waistcoats, powdeied wigs, 
imd high hats. The berlin is a mag- 
nificent affair, dark blue in color, 
lightened with red scroll work and 
T>rass mountings, and with large silver 
lamps at each corner. Three gorgeous- 
ly attired lootmen occupy the back of 
this carriage. 
President Faure had an

Ins use, and the sixty horses which

Georgeous Decorations* 


Enormous prices w 10 paid for win- 


dows and balcciif from which to 
witness the state ent.-y of the imperial 
couple into paris. 
The entire route 


was lined with trcops. From the sta- 
tion in Paris where the caar and 
czarine alighted all along the route 
the decorations are magnificent. There 
are Russian and French nags innu- 
merable on flagstaffs, among the trees 
and the latter, being already bare of 
leaves, are thickly covered with paper 
flowers representing peach, almond 
and other blossoms, thus giving the 
Bois de lioulogne and other such spots 
the aspect of spring. On the Flace <!e 
I'l&toile there is an elaborate array of 
flags and flowers, and all along the 
Champs Elysees are columns forty feut 
high painted to imitate stone. On the 
summit of each of these columns is a 
two-headed Russian imperial eagle six 
feet in height, supporting the imperial 
crown. The terrace of the Tuileries 
gardens is brilliant with flags and 
atatues, and on the square of the Hotel 
de Ville is a double colonnade deco- 
rated with paper flowers. A pavilion 
in Muscovite style has been erected in 
front of the Trocedero, from which the 
czar and czarina will be invited t o view 
tha illumination of the gardens on both 
sides of the river and the fireworks. 
There will be also on the Eiffel towe?, 
between the first and second plat- 
forms, a grigantfc St. George in lire sur- 
mounted by a Russian eagle of elec- 
tric light.

The Imperial couple hare planned to 


r« sain five days in France and the 
programme as arranged is as follows: 
To-day they will dine at the Russian 
embassy and visit the Russian church. 
This evening the czar and czarina will

•which 200 invitations have been issued 
by President Faure to the presidents 
of the two chambers, the members of 
the diplomatic corps, the ministers, 
the commanders of the army corps and 
to the representatives of the great 
bodies of the state. After this dinner 
there will be a reception for which u'OO 
additional invitations have been issued. 
After this reception the imperial party 
w:ll attend a gala performance at the 
opera. The city will be brilliantly illu- 
minated and there will be a Venetian 
fete on the river Seine.

To-morrow the imperial visitor*, will 


visit the principal places of interest, 
•nd at 2:30 p. m. they will lay the first 
•tone of the bridge, to be called the 
Pont Alexander III., which will ^erve 
for the exhibition of 1900.

On Thursday morning they will visit 


the Louvre and will breakfast at the 
Russian embassy. 
They will then 


leave for Versailles, will visit the 
Bavres porcelain factory, will dine at 
the Palace ot Versailles and n ill attend 
• grand fete in the gardens of that 
palace. In the evening they will leave 
by train for Chalons, and on Friday 
trill witness an imposing review of 
troops numbering about 70,000 men. 


.Extraordinary precautions have been 


taken to guard the czar during hi! 
stay in France. lie will be constantly 
surrounded by Russian and French de< 
teethes. Foreigners arriving at any 
of the places to be visited by the c/ar 
have for some time past been required 
to establish their identity, and many 
suspects pointed out by the Russian 
police have been secretly expelled 
from France, and special detachments 
of police have been stationed at all 
ports where nihilists and others were 
likely to land. In addition, the com- 
mission of public safety of Paris has 
organized a special service to supervise 


all the districts which the imperial 
guests will pass through, and their 
train will he under the charge of a 
score of the best detectives in France. 
More than a quarter of » century has 
elapsed since any sovereign, excepting 
the late shah of Persia, has entered 
Paris in an official capacity. Nearly 
thirty years ago Alexander IL, grand- 
father of the present czar, and the 
then king of Prussia attended the ex- 
hibition of 1S67. 


CHERBOURG DISAPPOINTED. 


The Rainy Weather Prevented the Ciar 


and Czarina Appearing In Public. 


Cherbourg, Oct. 0.—The czar Mid 


czarina, who arrived here at 2 o'clock 
yesterday afternoon and left for Paris 
late last eveaing, greatly disappointed 
the people of Cherbourg by not show- 
ing themselves to the populace, owing 
to the rainy weather, although the city 
had been profusely decorated in honor 
of the advent. Much admiration is 
felt for the czar's vondact in remain- 
ing upon the deck of the imperial 
yacht in the face of the severe storm, 
although she pitched and rolled in the 
heavy seas enough, in the eyes of a 
landsman, to threaten destruction at 
every lurch. 
The Polar Star's course 


as she came up the harbor tinder the 
escort of the French fleet was a tri- 
umphal progress. The enthusiasm of 
the multitudes upon the quays broke 
out time and again jn tumultuous 
cheers which almost drowned the deep- 
throated voices of the cannon. 
When 


the czarina stepped ashore President 
Fauro kified her hand, and he shook 
hands with tha czar. He then escort- 
ed the imperial couple through the 
driving- rain to the apartments which 
had been prepared for them, where a 
banquet was served. 
Without tra- 


versing the principal streets of the 
town the imperial party and President 
Faure and his suite then started on the 
journey to Paris. 


SHELTER ON FLORIDA COAST. 


Several Houses uf 
Itefuge 
Established 


leui-9 Agn Now Ordered .Discontinued. 
Washington, Oct. 6.—Secretary Car- 


lisle has ordered the discontinuance of 
those houses of refuge on the eastern 
co;i.st of Florida: viz.: Chester Shoals, 
Hither Creek, Orange Grove. 
These 


houaes of refuge, ten in number, were 
established years a»o on that coast, 
v, hen along its entire length of 250 
mile? there were not more than seventy- 
five inhabitant:^ now there are 10,000 
from the last report of the district 
superintendent. 
Six of these houses 


«re still in operation. The houses of 
refuge are simple dwellings, not unlike 
those conmon in the south, with a 
capacity sutlicicnt for the residence of 
11 lamily, and for the temporary shelter 
of as many as are likely to need it. The 
distance between them average twen- 
ty-six miles, and at each mil« along 
the coast are placed guide posts indi- 
cating the distance and direction to 
the nearest station. The houses are 
supplied with cots and provisions suf- 
ficent to succor twenty-five persons for 
ten days.

Domenico Cataldo, her faithless lover, 
will be beffun on October 13. Maria 
liarberi, it will be remembered, was 
convicted before Recorder Goff and 
bentenced to death in the electric chair.

Jacksonville, Fla.. Oct. (. — Every re- 


port in regard to the storm increases 
the death list and the estimation of 
the property loss. The condition of 
the people in the storm district • Is ap- 
palling and there-is urgent need of aid 
to prevent starvation. Advices from 
Baker says: "While the suffering in 
Baker county is great from the effects 
of the storm, the damage is also very 
great. It is estimated that the total 
loss aggregates some 9350,000. Some 
•ay the loss will reach fully $300,000. 
This does not include the loss of cattle, 
•which cannot be estimated until spring, 
Baker county being a large cattle-rais- 
ing- section. In consequence oi the 
above losses the county commissioners 
have issued 
an 
appeal for aid. 


Advices from remote points are now 
arriving and tell the same story of 
death and destruction. A special from 
Oldtown, Lafayette county, *ays: The 
storm last Tuesday was the worst ever 
seen in this section. Every dwelling 
in the neighborhood was b'own down, 
also barns, stables and all the fencing 
around the fields. The crew of the 
steamer C. D. Owens are to leave to- 
nig-ht on their home voyage to Bran- 
ford. They report the steamer wrecked 
in the lower part of the river, and that 
the steamer Belle of Suwanee is also 
wrecked near the mouth. The wreck 
of these two steamers will be a great 
misfortune to the people on the river, 
and leaves this entire section without 
any transportation whatever. ______
